HORROR IN A HOTEL I 


Louis I*. Hampton, ^or T h irty -U t® 
Tears Connected With a Lead* 


In* Institution, Slays a 
Woman and Suicides. 


New York, Oct. 27.—Louis O. Hamp­ 
ton, assistant secretary of the United t 
States T rust company, thia city, shot 
and killed V ictoria A. Taczkow, a beau­ 
tiful young woman, in the Hotel Grif­ 
fon, W est Ninth street., Friday night, 
and then com m itted suicide. 
Hamp- J 
ton was Infatuated with the woman, 
and they had been seen together many 
j tim es during the past month. 
They 
i had been at the hotel where the trag 


j edy occurred since early Friday. 
W hether or not the tragedy was the 
result of a com pact between the man 
and woman to die together has not 
been 
determ ined, but circum stances 
seem to show the young woman had 
agreed to die with 
her 
companion. 
Hampton, who was about sixty years 
old, leaves a wife and two children. 
Miss Taczkow was twenty-nine years 
old and lived Ith her father and in­ 
valid mother. 
She was employed In 
a Fifth avenue departm ent store. 
The United States T rust company 
is one of the largest and strongest 
tru st companies In New York. 
Ex- 
Secretary of the T reasury Lyman P. 
Gage was its president until recently. 
On hiB retirem ent Edward W. Shel­ 
don was elected president and Mr. 
Hampton^ for some tim e had acted as 
secretary. 
Events leading up to the tragedy 
have been traced by the police, and. 
according to them , the last chapter of 
w hat looks like an 
Illicit 
rom ance 
opened on Thursday afternoon last, 
when Ham pton called a t the Hotel 
Griffou and engaged a room. 
He said 
he would return late th a t night or 
next morning. 
“I expect to have my 
wife with me,” he said as he was thou* 
to leave, and then, half hesitating, he 
said: 
"W ould you like to have me 
register now?” 
H e was informed it 
would be tim e enough to do th at when 
he arrived. 
Then Hampton left and 
nothing more was seen of him until 
Friday morning, when about 9 o’clock 
he entered the hotel accom panied by a 
woman, and going straight up to the 
hotel office registered as "Mr. and 
Mrs. Sinclair. Burlington. Vt.” 
The 
woman who accom panied him was an 
unusually handsom e brunette. 
She 
was handsomely dressed and carried 
in her hand a small traveling bag. The 
couple took breakfast and then went 
to a room. 
The woman left the hotel 
several tim es during th e day. hut 
Ham pton rem ained In the room. Soon 
after she returned from one of these 
excursions, early In the evening, a 
light dinner was sent to their room 
and a request sent to the clerk to call 
them at l l o’clock th at night. 
“We 
w ant to be called at l l so we can 
catch a train ,” said Hampton. 
From 
th at time until 10:30 rfbtblng 
was 
heard or seen of the couple but at 
th at hour a maid who was in the cor­ 
ridor outside the room which they oc­ 
cupied heard w hat she thought was 
an explosion in the street. 
She took 
no particular notice of It at the time. 
At 11:05 she went to the room to call 
the couple, but when repeated raps at 
the door brought no response she no­ 
tified the hotel office. 
The door was 
opened with a pass key and the mys­ 
tery explained. 
On the floor, at the far end of the 
room, between a large m irror and the 
dresser, lay the man stretched out on 
his back. 
In his right

was 
clutched a revolver, while his hat was 
held tightly in his left hand.

On Friday he telephoned 
that he was indisposed, but would be 
a t the office Saturday.

company said Mr. H am pton’s dutlet 
w ere secretarial only and he had noth­ 
ing to do with the com pany’s finances. 
It Is believed, an officer said, th at his 
books were correctly kept. 
Mr. H am pton had been employed by 
the 
tru st 
com pany 
for 
thirty-five 
years and was a protege of a form er 
president, John A. Stew art, now chair­ 
man of the board of directors. He re­ 
garded by the company as an able 
and efficient man and of good habits.

W ashington, D. C., Oct. 27.— Last bulletin gave forecasts 
of disturbance to cross continent 27 to Nov. I, warm wave 26 to 
30, cool wave 29 to Nov. 3. 
N ext disturbance will reach Pacific 
coast about 30, cross west of Rockies country by close of N ov. i, 
great central valleys 2 to 4, eastern stales 6. 
Warm wave will 
cross west of Rockies about g, great central valleys Nov. 2, east­ 
ern states 4. 
Cool wave will cross west of Rockies about Nov. 3, 
great central valleys 5, eastern states 7. 


I his will not l>e an important disturbance. 
Temperatures 
will average below normal, cloudy weather will be the rule and 
otherwise rather pleasant weather may be expected. 
Second disturbance of November will reach Pacific coast 
about 4, cross west of Rockies country by close of 5, great cen­ 
tral valleys 6 to 8, eastern states 9. 
Warm wave will cross west 
of Rockies about 4, great central valleys 6 , eastern states 8. 
Cool wave will cross west of Rockies alxjut 7, great central val­ 
leys 9, eastern states ii. 


Put your a Hairs in order for this will bi’ one of the worst 
Winter storms of recent years. 
Of course it will not effect all 
parts of th^ continent but as it will reach a large part of North 
America I will not try to designate where its fury will be great­ 
est. 
'Die first indication of the approaching storms will be a 
rise in temperatures. 
If it misses you, you will Ik* happy be­ 
cause it did. 
November will be a bad weather month. 
These great storm 
periods may Ik expected that will cross the central valleys not 
far from 7, 17 and 27; a little earlier further west and a little 
later east. The first one mentioned, and described in next above 
paragraph, will be the least important, only 
an introduction to 
the real thing. 
These disturbances will cause great storms in 
many parts all around the earth. 


November will average colder than usual. 
Not much pre­ 
cipitation till after middle of the month. 
H eavy snows or rains 
last half of the month. 
Much bad weather till end of Decernlx* 
and it will pay to get ready for the worst that sometimes occurs 
during these months. 


SCIENCE NOTES. 


The U. S. weather bureau is to lie commended for its enter­ 
prise in trying to find a basis for long range weather forecasts. 
It has put three sets of in vestigates to work, under three able 
and determined professors of meteorology, in a most determined 
effort to find the cause of weather changes. 
Each of these sets of investigators is operating on a separate 
theory wholly unlike the others. 
One theory is that the sun’s 
heat varies, thereby being the cause. 
Another is that the sun 
rotating on its axis like a wagon wheel carries around with it 
elements that strike our earth thereby causing our weather 
changes. 
A third theory is that if we know* the weather condi­ 
tions 011 all parts of the earth those conditions will reveal to us 
the kind of weather that may be expected weeks and months in 
advance. 
These theories of weather bureau professors are worthy of 
being investigated; they indicate a wonderful advance made by 
Chief 
Moore 
of 
the 
weather 
bureau. 
Not long ago he 
condemned all efforts at long range weather forecasts. 
If either of the three weather bureau theories proves good 
I will be ready to go out of business as there cannot be two cor­ 
rect theories as to the causes of our wester changes. 
But if 
my theory proves to be the correct one it will make no change iii 
Chief Moore's staff of professors. 
They wottid adopt my sys­ 
tem as the basis of their forecasts, otherwise making no material 
changes in the working force of the bureau. 
By the time they are able to determine as to their three con­ 
flicting theories I will be ready to demonstrate, before any scien­ 
tific board, the correctness of my system of meteorology. 
The 
progress of the weather bureau is preparing the way for the ac­ 
ceptance of my work. 
None of the weather bureau professors feel confident that 
their theory is the correct one. 
A s it wfere, Chief 
Moore lias 
said to them: 
“ Shoot Luke, or give up the gun .” 
If he fails 
to find the basis of long range forecasts among his professors he 
will soon look to out siders and then will come my opportunity.
